ihg to figitres compiled by A. XAlt- 
ineyer, statistician for the Indus- 
trial commission. The total cost of 
accidents amounts to over $40,000,- 
000 annually. 
"Latest available figures show that 
1,709 people, outside of industries, 
•met unnatural deaths in 1919. Sui- 
cides accounted for 311 of these and 
48 died as a result of homicides. 
Only 189 persons were fatally in- 
jured in' industrial accident* during 
the same year.' Assuming 'that the 
same ratio holds true between fa- 
tal and non-fatal accidents outside 
of industry as does in this field, it is 
"estimated that there 
were 92,000 


public accidents in the state that 
year, causing 17,600,000 days' loss 
of time. 


Calculating 'the value of this lost 


time at the same rate for 
which 


workmen's compensation is granted, 
the public- lost $33,800. 
In indus- 


trial accidents $5,500,000 was lost, 
counting medical expenses. 
In con- 


sidering the total loss it should 
be remembered that compensation 
allowed is only equal to 65 per cent 
of the wages, up to about $15 a 
week. 
Therefore the real' loss is 


probably higher than $40,000,000.

A 
concrete block wall can be laid up 
with rapidity. The block should be 
laid in Portland cement mortar and 
the joints left open and unpointed 
to provide additional bond for the 
stucco.

Main Street 5s a story of the northern smddlewest. It is 


rca]istic. It holds the mirror up to Gopher Prairie, a city of 
some 4,000 Inhabitants, abont 100 miles from Minneapolis. Go- 
pher Prairie is famous, in the minds of its inhabitants, because 
it was the boyhood home of Percy Bresnahan, a millionaire auto- 
mobile manufacturer. Bresnahan's keen knowledge of inter- 
national affairs is shown by such remarks as the following made 
not long after America entered the war: 


"Yes. sir. there will be two million fully equipped Spanish 


soldicvrs fi'ghtini,' with us in Fr.nce in one month from now. One 
thing you am put down as 'settled, Germany will be a Hohen- 
zollern empire for the next forty years. A' that, I don't know 
ns it is so'barl. The Kaiser and Junkers keep a firm hand or. a 
lot of those red agitators who would bo worse than a king, 
t 


can speak by the 'book about the Russian revolution. Carol, 
honey, I am 'surprise^", to find you talking like a New York Rus- 
sian Jew, one of these long hairs! I can tell you, only you don't 
i'«e<l to let c>n to everyone, this ia confidential, I pot it from n 
man who is Hose to the state department, but as a matter if fact 
the Czar will he back in power before ihe end of the year. You 
i-oad a lot about his retiring, and about hi* being killed, but I 
know ho lias got a big army back of him, and hell ihow these 
damn agitators, lazy beepers, hunting for a soft burden, bossin,.

Main Street is the s'tory of a high-spirited intellectual girl, 


Carol Milford, brought up amid cultivated surroundings. She 
marries Dr. Kennicott and goes to live in Gopher Prairie, The 
doctor is good-nntured, honest .skillful in his profession, but when 
he reads anything at all he reads detective stories. The same 
kind of s-nall-town people live in Gopher Prairie as may be found 
in some Wisconsin towns. They are dominated by rigid con- 
jervatism, but think themselves progressive. Negelecting need- 
ed improvements, the muddy, unpaged, prosaic, commonplace 
city is very proud of itself and self-satisfied. 
It has beautiful 


lawns to boast of. TSvo have cast iron dogs in them. 


It has an unusual number of shrewd, comic old men who are 


known as "hicks" and who ejaculate "Waal I swan." Every 
thing is unimaginatively standardized.

Gopher 
Prairie 
regaids it:-elf as a part of 


the great world, it will not atquire the scientific spirit, nor the 
international mind which would m;ike it great. It picks M infor- 
rn.it;on which will visibly procure money or social distinction. 
Its conception of a community ideal is not the noble aspiration, 
th* fine aristocratic pride, but cheap 'lab.r for the kitchen, and 
a rapid increase of th" price of 'ind. 
The most enterprising people in Gopher Prairie are the re- 


tired farmers, but we are shown that the prairie towns no more 
esist to serve the farmers, who are their reason for their ex- 
istence, than do the large cities. They exist to fatten on the 
farmers, to provide for the townsmen, large automobiles and 
social preferment. Here is the way one farmer talks on Main 
Street: 


Sure. Course I Tas beaten. The shipper snd the grocers 


h^re would not pay us a decent price for 
our potatoes, eve 


though folks in the cities were howling for 'em.

Carol Kennicott's enterprising efforts to stir new and dif- 


ferent ambitions in the minds of Gopher Prairie people do not 
amount to much.

I do not 
admit that Main Street is as beautiful as it should be. I do not 
adm« that wish-washing is enough to satisfy all women! I 
may not have fought a good fight, but I have kept my faith."
